The ru sh to the altar, which threatens to tu rn 
parts of the cou ntry into a replica of Gretna Green, 
Is trou bling seme of ou r Selective Service officials. 
Their concern has to do with the effects of the mar­ 
riage boom on manpow’er available for the armed 
sendees. We think it is high time that somebody gave 
a little thou ght to its effect u pon the institu tion of 
marriage. 
While not loo seriou s, the ru sh to the marriage 
license bu reau a: the Cou rt Hou se in Cu mberland by 
cou ples between the ages of 18 to 25. the ages most 
affected by the draft which gets u nderw'ay Monday, 
Is cau sing attenticn. So far this month, 333 licenses 
have been issu ed, and while the nu mber is not expected 
to exceed the 490 du ring the same month a year ago, 
there is reason to believe that those getting marriage 
permits may be desirou s of placing themselves in 
the exemption from military service class. 
The deferment of hu sbands, like all the other 
deferments and exemptions, is logical enou gh on its 
face. The Selective Service Act of 1948 w^as so written 
as to su pply the armed forces with needed manpower, 
withou t cau sing needless hardship or u ndu e distu rb­ 
ance of civilian life. In the initial registration, be­ 
tween Au gu st 30th and September 18 th, 9,600,000 you ng 
m.en will file with local draft board.^. It is estimated 
that not more than 600.000 of them will be available 
for service 
Tne Navy and Air Force have indicated 
that they will need no indu ctees du ring the first 
months of the draft, and the Army will requ ire only 
250.000 in the first year. Thu s, the deferment of all 
h’isbands, new’ as w’eil as old, does not create a man­ 
power problem—at least not yet. • 
Bu t the ru ^h to the altar may create a grave 
« octal problem 
No dou bt many of the new marriages 
in this area wou ld have been contracted anyway, draft 
law or none. Bu t many a you ng man betw^een 19 
and 25 is resorting to marriage as the easiest way of 
staying in civilian life. Marriages contracted for su ch 
reasons arc not likely to last, and homes created u nder 
su ch condition.- will hardly improve the condition of 
American family life. 
The qu estion as tc how long a potential draftee 
mu st be married to merit deferment has not been 
finally settled. When the President does decide it, as 
he mu st before long, he shou ld keep in mind other 
considerations besides military manpower.

In other words, the after­ 
care Is Ju st as important as the 
operation Itself.

Cumberla nd Swelters Bu t 
Su mmer Has Been Gran d 
It is never safe to call any day “the hottest day 
o f the year“ u ntil the su mmer is really over, bu t 
Thu rsday was the hottest day so far, and the cu rrent 
heat wave is the worst Cu mberland has experienced 
In 1948. Bu t at that, it isn’t too terrible. 
If you g o back over the records, Cu mberland has 
had very mu ch hotter days than those experienced 
thLs week, and many more protracted heat wraves than 
have visited it this su mmer. There have been in­ 
stances when Mother Natu re registered a fever over 
the hu ndred degree mark back in 1934 and 1936, Since 
then, the mercu ry has bou nced u p to and beyond the 
mid-nineties and the heat at those degrees is, as the 
weatherman contends, as u ncomfortable as it is when 
it reaches the hu ndred or more mark. 
Actu ally this su mmer has not been so bad and 
this Au gu st, in particu lar, has been very fair abou t 
dishing ou t the weather. The first three w’eeks of this 
month were generally so nice that they made some 
vacationists sorry they went away, for it will be re­ 
called that tem^peratu res as low* as 46 degrees in the 
su bu rbs of Cu mberland were recorded. It w’as ideal 
su mmer-resort weather. 
Of cou rse temperatu res in the u pper nineties are 
u npleasant, and the accompanying hu midity is very 
u ncomfortible. The rising nu mber of heat prostra­ 
tions in some sections can not be ignored and so it is 
not fair to take a com.placent attitu de toward the heat. 
Bu t there is a silver lining ju st ahead. 
In fou r days September will be here and while 
really hot days, some of them with temperatu res as 
high as those experienced this week, are not u nu su al 
for September, the arrival of the month is a signal 
that the days cf su mmer are nu mbered. Before it is 
finished there cou ld be frost on the grou nd. 


Throu gli research, tills phu .s« * lu u s 
reaciied a high state of iK'rlectioii 
and consequ ently the majority of 
u s can expect to su rvive any su rg­ 
ical procedu re.

Nu tritional advances have con­ 
tribu ted mu ch, particu larly the u se 
of proteins. 
The reserve su pply 
of this chemical is often depleted 
at this time especially In tho.se who 
have been 111 for .some time prior 
to the event. 
Su ch individu als 
have one strike against them be­ 
cau se their poor state of 
iiealth 
adds to the risk of operation. 
In 
some imstances, the only lea.sible 
clew is the pallor resu lting from 
anemia. 
Bu t 
Internal 
change.s, 
which are not evident to the eye, 
have taken place. 
Certain factors 
In the blood are deficient becau se of 
the protein 
shortage. 
This 
in­ 
creases 
su sceptibility 
to 
shock, 
lowers re.sistance to infection, and 
retards wou nd healing. 
The mod­ 
ern physician takes these factors 
into consideration and administers 
proteins when necessary before and 
after the operation in order to 
minimize complications.

Deficits in all of these 
nu tritional elements are most likely 
to be fou nd in persons who are 
in need of stomach or intestinal, 
operations. 
Many have been on 
strict diets lacking in vitamins and 
proteins. 
At first proteins, su gars, and vita­ 
mins are given hypodermically. As 
soon as the patient is able to swal­ 
low and retain food the prepara­ 
tions are given orally. 
It is hard 
to beat Mother Natu re and recent 
stu dies have shown that su ch prod­ 
u cts are u tilized to their fu llest ex­ 
tent when taken by mou th. 
The 
u .se of penicillin, streptomycin, and 
the su lfonamides has worked won­ 
ders in preventing and controlling 
infections. 
By getting ou t of bed 
earlier, vein distu rbances are less 
likely to occu r.

Great Feeder 


In this activity. Voorhees, withou t 
fanfare or grandstanding, su ccess­ 
fu lly administered a relief program 
many times larger and more com­ 
plex than ^that of Herbert Hoover 
after Worlel War I. 
Fu rther, Voorhees accomplished 
this stu pendou s feat w'ithou t title or 
rank. It was not u ntil after the 
tou gh-fisted Hou se appropriations 
committee earlier this year paid him 
an extraordinary tribu te, that he 
W’as formerly named Assistant Sec­ 
retary of the Army. 


To Tracy Voorhees only one thing 
matters: Getting a Job done as ef­ 
ficiently, expeditiou sly, and for the 
greatest good that is possible. 
All the rest is of no consequ ence 
to him. He really believes that w’ork 
well done is its ow’n best reward. 
The remarkable thing is that this 
belief has worked ou t that way for 
Voorhees. Wholly lacking in politi­ 
cal “pu ll”, and withou t his seeking 
the office, he recently w’as elevated 
to Assistant Secretary of the Army 
solely becau se of his ou tstanding 
record and qu alifications for the 
position. 


Voorhees was still grappling with 
the prosthetic problem, when he 
was called on to tackle an even 
greater one. 
Food su pplies for occu pied Ger­ 
many went haywire. Early in the 
spring of 1947 , occu pation au thori­ 
ties su ddenly reported a mysteriou s 
vast shortage In food resou rces. 
Hu ndreds of thou sands of tons of 
good had somehow very strangely 
either disappeared or had never 
existed. 
The daily ration had to be cu t to 
less than 1,000 calories; the Krau ts 
started rioting; and Ru hr coal and 
other essential produ ction dropped 
precipitou sly. 


Voorhees 
had 
su bmitted a 
bu dget requ est of $1,250,000,000 
for the variou s occu pied zones. 
After a minu te examination of 
his estimate, the committee not 
only ofTiciallys lau ded him for 
his clarity and accu racy bu t 
approved his requ est in toto. 


Voorhees’ bu dget was the only one 
In the recovery appropriation bill 
that w'as not cu t. 
Note: Under Voorhees program, 
the U. S. is now feeding Germans 
at a cost of $17 .12 per head per 
annu m. This focxi is approximately 
60 per cent of the rationed food re­ 
ceived by Germans. 


At a timft g! international crisis, spiritu al as 
well as physicrj, it is appropriate that the first As­ 
sembly cf the World Cou ncil of Chu rches shou ld take 
as it^ theme. “Plan’s Disorder and God’s Design.’’ The 
cu rrent meeting at Amsterdam Is the ou tgrowth of 
a plan which ju st began to take shape in 1938 bu t was 
delayed by the war and the need for elaborate grou nd­ 
work. 
At the Du tch capital, 1,500 representatives 
of 145 Protestant and Orthodox chu rches have met, 
to accept what Charles P. Taft, president of the Fed­ 
eral Cou ncil of Chu rches of Christ in America, calls 
“the greatest challenge which the Christian Chu rches 
have faced in modern times.” 
While the Amsterdam meeting is the nearest 
approach which the Protestant denominations have 
made to u nity, the idea of formal u nion is not u pper­ 
most there. 
Thanks to its natu re and its history, 
Protestantism has tended toward plu ralism in creed 
and chu rch institu tions. 
The United States alone 
new contains more than 250 Protestant commu nions. 
While there have been efforts toward chu rch u nion 
In recent years the immediate concern at Amsterdam 
to work ou t a constitu tion for the World Cou ncil, 
9l^ a basis for cooperative action in world affairs.

Prom then on, as an Army col­ 
onel, Voohees was constantly on the 
go. Wherever stu pidity, incompet­

order and action.

is now in negotiation at Moscow', 
between Ru ssia’s Premier 
Stalin 
and Foreign Minister Molotov on 
one side, and on the other envoys 
of Britain, the United States and 
France. 
How the Moscow Con­ 
ference tu rns ou t is of the u tmost 
importance. 
Berlin is a concrete 
issu e, near military in natu re, and 
mu st have a concrete conclu sion. 
The Moscow negotiations are fol­ 
lowed intently by the American 
pu blic. 
So Is the W’estern drive as 
a whole. 
New developments occu r 
almost daily in one part of Eu rope 
or another, they get into the-news 
and ou r people follow them closely. 
With the Western prong of the 
worldwide Commu nist 
drive, 
ou r 
people are completely familiar. 


ment abou t whether it will help 
toward 
economic 
stability. 
In 
Bu rma 1s u tter economic paralysis 
with the Commu nists close to seiz­ 
u re of the government. 
In French 
Indo-China the Commu nists con­ 
trol most of the cou ntry and there 
is economic prostration. In Malaya 
economic disru ption is increasing 
and so Is an armed Commu nist 
movement. 
In Sou th Korea the 
government is weak, there is little 
sign of economic development, the 
cou ntry might be an easy prey to 
Commu nism. 
in Indonesia, eco­ 
nomic produ ction is only abou t a 
third of pre-war normal, and there 
Is political tu rmoil w’hich makes 
opportu nity for Commu nism. 
To the Commu nist heads in Mos­ 
cow, the advantage of the condi­ 
tion in Eastern Asia is not merely 
the increase in nu mbers of Com­ 
mu nists in that qu arter of the 
world. 
Nor is it the effect, with­ 
in the Eastern Asiatic cou ntries 
themselves, of the economic chaos 
which the Commu nists perpetu ate 
and faster. 
The real advantage to 
the Commu nist heads in Moscow 
is the help which economic chaos 
in Eastern Asia contribu tes to the 
worldwide Commu nist drive.

Navy and Air 
Forces working together is a job 
so vital to national secu rity that to 
introdu ce party politics at the top 
is to begin the process of u nder­ 
mining morale in the armed ser­ 
vices—which neither Pre.sident Tru ­ 
man nor Governor Dewey ou ght 
to cou ntenance for a moment. 
Disiiervlcr To I’nifiratioii 
If Mr. Forrestal does not before 
long, of his own initiative, take 
himself ou t of the list of campaign 
speakers, he will be disappointing 
many an admirer and will be doing 
a disservice to the cau se of u ni­ 
fication of the armed services. For 
if Mr. Forrestal becomes a politi­ 
cian, it means that the next secre­ 
tary of defense has ample prece­ 
dent for entering politics, too 
It is tru e that a member of the 
PrcMdent’s cabinet is in a >-t n e 
committed to the jwlltics of the 
Chief Kxfcu tive from the stand­ 
point u f loyalty if nothing c*''e. 
Since, however, an exception has 
been made in the case of Secretary 
of State Marshall, the same ru le 
cou ld be applied to the secretary 
of defense. Su rely there Is even 
more reason for bi-partisan co­ 
operation on the matter of directing 
the armed .services than there i s m 
handling foreign policy, if indeed 
there is any need to make com- 
parisorvs at all between the two de­ 
partments. They are very mu ch 
alike. 
There is a fu rther reason why 
Mr. Forest a 1 shou ld forbear.

The ideal solu tion wou ld be for 
the next President to retain th te 
services of Secretary Forrestal 
definitely, thu .s creating a precedent 
for the fu tu re which wou ld mean 
more to the cau se of u nification 
than frequ ent changes for political 
pu rposes. 
Mr. Forrestal is u niqu e among the 
cabinet officers. He has had th t 
backgrou nd of the entire war per­ 
iod, He was selected for Secretar*’ of 
Defense becau se he made a great 
Secretary’ of the Navy and becau se, 
notwithstanding his indoctrination 
with the Navy viewpoint, he cou ld 
see the point of view of the other 
armed services. 
Has Cooperation Of Top Officerà 
To a remarkable degree Mr. For- 
re.stal has the confidence of th« 
top officers in all three armed ser­ 
vices.

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The Draft And The 
Marriages It Is Inviting 


The rush to the altar, which threatens to turn 
parts cf the country into a replica of Gretna Green, 
Is troubling sc*nt- of our Selective Service officials. 
Their concern has to do with the effects of the mar­ 
riage boom on manpower available for the armed 
services. We think it is high time that somebody gave 
a little thought to its effect upon the institution ol 
marriage. 
While not too serious, the rush to the marriage 
license bureau at the Court House in Cumberland by 
couples between the ages of 18 to 25. the ages most 
affected by the draft which gets underway Monday, 
is causing attention. So far this month, 333 licenses 
have been issued, and while the number is not expected 
to exceed the 490 during the sa m e month a year ago, 
there is reason to believe that those getting marriage 
permits may be desirous of placing themselves in 
the exemption from military service class. 
The deferment of husbands, like all the other 
deferments and exemptions, is logical enough on its 
face. The Selective Service Act of 1948 was so written 
as to suppy the armed forces with needed manpower, 
without causing needless hardship or undue disturb­ 
ance of civilian life. In the initial registration, be­ 
tween August ?0th and September 18th. 9.600,000 young 
men will file with local draft boards. It Is estimated 
that not more than 600 000 of them will be available 
for service 
Tne Navy and Air Force have indicated 
that they will need no inductees during the first 
months of the draft, and the Army will require only 
250 OOO in the first year. Thus, the deferment of all 
husbands, new as well as old. does not create a man­ 
power problem—at least not yet. » 
But the rush to the altar may create a grave 
•octal problem 
No doubt many of the new marriages 
In this area would have been contracted anyway, draft 
law or none. But many a young man between 19 
and 25 is resorting to marriage as the easiest way of 
•laying in civilian life. Marriages contracted for such 
reasons arc not likely to last, and homes created under 
such condhior will hardly improve the condition of 
American family life. 
The question as to how long a potential draftee 
must be married to merit deferment has not been 
finally settled. When the President does decide it, as 
he must before long, he should keep in mind other 
considerations besides military manpower. 


Cumberland Swelters But 
Summer Has Been Grand 
It Is never safe to call any day “the hottest day 
of the year” until the summer is really over, but 
Thursday was the hottest day so far, and the current 
heat wave Is the worst Cumberland has experienced 
In 1948, But at that, it isn’t too terrible. 
If you go back over the records, Cumberland has 
had very much hotter days than those experienced 
this week, and many more protracted heat waves than 
have visited It this summer. There have been in­ 
stances when Mother Nature registered a fever over 
the hundred decree mark back in 1934 and 1936. Since 
then, the mercury has bounced up to and beyond the 
mid-nineties and the heat at those degrees is, as the 
weatherman contends, as uncomfortable as it Is when 
it reaches the hundred or more mark. 
Actually this summer has not been so bad and 
this August, in particular, has been very fair about 
dashing out the weather. The first three weeks of this 
month were generally so nice that they made some 
vacationists sorry they went away, for it will be re­ 
called that temperatures as low as 46 degrees in the 
re burbs of Cumberland were recorded. It was ideal 
iummer-resort weather. 
Of course temperatures in the upper nineties are 
unpleasant, and the accompanying humidity is very 
uncomfortable. The rising number of heat prostra­ 
tions in some sections can not be ignored and so it is 
rot fair to take a complacent attitude toward the heat. 
But there is a silver lining just ahead. 
In four days September will be here and while 
really hot days, some of them with temperatures as 
high as those experienced this week, are not unusual 
for September, the arrival of the month is a signal 
that the days cf summer are numbered. Before it is 
finished there could be frost on the ground.

Vitamin K is useful when 
a patient with jaundice requires op­ 
eration as it furnishes the missing 
ingredient dem anded for blood co­ 
agulation. 
Deficits in all of these 
nutritional elem ents are m ost likely 
to be found in persons who are 
in need of stom ach or in testin a l 
operations. 
M any have been on 
strict diets lacking in v iu m in s and 
proteins. 
At first proteins, sugars, and v iu ­ 
m ins are given hypodermically. As 
soon as th e patient is able to swal­ 
low and retain food the prepara­ 
tions are given orally.

By getting out of bed 
earlier, vein disturbances are less 
likely to occur.

Unity, Not Formal Union, 
Goal Of Church Gathering 


At a time o! international crisis, spiritual as 
aa physical, it is appropriate that the first As­ 
sembly cf th* World Council of Churches should take 
as its theme, “Man s Disorder and God’s Design.” The 
current meeting at Amsterdam is the outgrowth of 
a plan which Just began to take shape in 1938 but was 
delayed by the war and the need for elaborate ground­ 
work. 
At the Dutch capital, 1.500 representatives 
of 145 Protestant and Orthodox churches have met, 
to accept what Charles P. Taft, president of the Fed­ 
ora] Council of Churches of Christ in America, calls 
“the greatest challenge which the Christian Churches 
have faced in modem times ” 
While the Amsterdam meeting is the nearest 
approach which the Protestant denominations have 
made to unity. Hie Idea of formal union is not upper­ 
most there. 
Thanks to its nature and its history’, 
Protestantism has tended toward pluralism in creed 
and church institutions. 
The United States alone 
ccw contains more than 250 Protestant communions. 
While there hive been efforts toward church union 
in recent rears the immediate concern at Amsterdam 
is to work out a constitution for the World Council, 
a* a basis for cooperative action in world affairs. 
This c ninon effort has already made much piti­ 
er- ' in the buss! it ary field, in the rehabilitation of 
church life in Europe and rn aiding displaced persons. 
T e Asseir.oly at Amsterdam it is hoped, will create 
\ f rum fcr the statement of the Protestant position 
I world Issue*. 
It is, of course, a vast and difficult 
n cit a king. 
Insofar as it succeeds, most of the 
Protestants of some 40 nations will achieve united 
action in one cf the most troubled periods of human 
History.

To Tracy Voorhees only one thing 
m atters: G etting a Job done as ef­ 
ficiently, expeditiously, and for the 
greatest good th a t is possible. 
All the rest is of no consequence 
to him. He really believes th a t work 
well done is its own best reward. 
Tile rem arkable thing is th a t this 
belief has worked out th a t way for 
Voorhees. Wholly lacking in politi­ 
cal "pull" and w ithout his seeking 
the office, he recently was elevated 
to A ssistant Secretary of the Army 
solely because of his outstanding 
record and qualifications for the 
position. 


Veteran 
Voorhees has been serving his 
country unobtrusively and devotedly 
for a long time. He started in the 
early days of the war. 
T hen over 50 and a senior p a rt­ 
ner of a highly successful New York 
law* firm, of which the late Chief 
Justice H arlan Stone had once been 
a member, Voorhees instantly drop­ 
ped his large practice to respond 
to an urgent call from his old friend 
R obert Patterson, then under sec­ 
retary of war. Patterson needed a 
hard-headed and driving trouble­ 
shooter to go to the ends of the 
world 
to 
straighten 
out 
critical 
Army snarls. 
From then on. as an Army col­ 
onel. Voohees was constantly on the 
go. W herever stupidity. Incompet­ 
ence 
and 
bungling 
snafued 
the 
channels of supply, he moved in 
and quietly and effectively brought 
order and action. 
In the tropical depths of the 
South Pacific he unravelled a tieup 
th a t had created a serious shortage 
of blood plasma. 


Although huge quantities of 
plasma had been shipped to the 
theatre, 
combat 
commanders 
bombarded 
Washington 
with 
irate complaints of shortages. 
Voorhees unearthed the reason. 


On some islands, no longer in the 
active zone, he found medical sup­ 
ply officers hoarding large quanti­ 
ties of plasma. 
Similarly. In England, he quietly 
again saved the Medical Corps’ neck 
on 
hospital 
equipm ent. 
Voorhees 
found trem endous discrepancies in 
the preparations for taking care of 
invasion casualties. C ertain brass- 
hats had grievously underestim ated 
requirem ents. Voorhees quickly and 
efficiently brought over the needed 
equipm ent. 
In recognition of these, and other 
outstanding feats, Voorhees was dec­ 
orated with the Distinguished S er­ 
vice Medal. 
Artifical Limbs 
After Patterson became secretary 
of war, he again asked Voorhees to 
undertake a difficult job in behalf 
of veterans who had lost limbs. 
W ith th e war over, Voorhees had 
doffed his uniform . B ut he again 
responded without question. 
Under P atterson’s prodding, Army 
medical brass had belatedly, in the 
spring of 1945. su rfe d a program 
to improve artificial limbs. These 
devices were still 
in th e oxcart 
stage. 
They 
were 
cumbersome, 
crude and ineffectual. 


However, despite the good in­ 
tentions of the Army’s tardy 


development program, It soon 
bogged down in administrative 
snafu. 
Voorhees quietly 
reor­ 
ganized the setup and put the 
project on a practial working 
basis, 


He is still keeping a helpful sup­ 
ervisory eye on the program . Under 
it. real progress is being m ade in 
developing truly m odern and effi­ 
cient artifical limbs. There have 
been no miracles, but slowly and 
steadily advances are being m ade 
th a t offer hope, th a t if the program 
is continued over a period of years. 
Devices will be evolved th a t In a 
m easure will approxim ate the util­ 
ity of hum an limbs. 
For this, every am putee In the 
country, veteran or civilian, owes 
Tracy Voohees a lasting debt of 
gratitude. 


Great Feeder 


Voorhees was still grappling with 
th e prosthetic problem, when he 
was called on to tackle an even 
greater one. 
Food supplies for occupied G er­ 
m any went haywire. Early in th e 
spring of 1947, occupation authori­ 
ties suddenly reported a m ysterious 
vast shortage in 
food resources. 
H undreds of thousands of tons of 
good had somehow very strangely 
either disappeared or had never 
existed. 
The daily ration had to be cut to 
less th a n 1,000 calories; the K rauts 
started rioting; and R uhr coal and 
other essential production dropped 
precipitously. 


This was the "hot potato” Voor­ 
hees was asked to straighten out. 


Again, he went to work quiet­ 
ly 
and 
unsparingly. 
Driving 
himself day and night, he not 
only got huge quantities of food 
to Germany but to the equally 
distressed 
Allied 
countries. 
which were in dire need as a 
result of crop failures. 


In this activity. Voorhees, without 
fanfare or grandstanding, success­ 
fully adm inistered a relief program 
m any tim es larger and more com­ 
plex than th a t of H erbert Hoover 
after Worlci W ar I. 
Further, 
Voorhees 
accomplished 
this stupendous feat without title or 
rank. It was not until after the 
tough-fisted 
House 
appropriations 
com m ittee earlier this year paid him 
an extraordinary tribute, th a t ha 
was formerly nam ed Assistant Sec­ 
retary of the Army. 


Voorhees 
had 
submitted a 
budget request of $1,250,000,000 
for the various occupied zones. 
After a minute examination of 
his estimate, the committee not 
only officiallys lauded him for 
his clarity and accuracy but 
approved his request in toto. 


Voorhees’ budget was the only one 
In the recovery appropriation bill 
th a t was not cut. 
Note: Under Voorhees program, 
th e U. S. is now feeding G erm ans 
a t a cost of $17.12 per head per 
annum . This food is approxim ately 
60 per cent of the rationed food re­ 
ceived by Germ ans. 


DriveTo Communize World Has, 


Geographically, Two Prongs

Tile Russian drive to communize 
the world has, geographically, two 
prongs. 
One. reaching out from 
R ussia's European border, presses 
toward the countries of W estern 
Europe. 
T he other, reaching out 
from Russia’s Asiatic border, presses 
toward C hina and the other coun­ 
tries of E astern Asia. 
In the W estern drive, th e most 
recent act of overt and conspicuous 
aggression by Russia was the cut­ 
ting off of land access to Berlin 
by us and the other western powers. 
We and B ritain improvised access 
by air and have been carrying sup­ 
plies for the Berlin people with 
m uch success, and we have stood 
firm against Russia's assertion of 
right to keep us out. 
T h at issue 
is now in negotiation a t Moscow, 
between Russia's Prem ier 
Stalin 
and Foreign M inister Molotov on 
one side, and on the other envoys 
of B ritain, the U nited States and 
France. 
How the Moscow Con­ 
ference turns out is of the utm ost 
im portance. 
Berlin is a concrete 
issue, near m ilitary in nature, and 
m ust have a concrete conclusion. 
The Moscow negotiations are fol­ 
lowed intently by 
tile Am erican 
public. 
So is the W estern drive as 
a whole. 
New developments occur 
almost daily in one p art of Europe 
or another, they get into th e’ news 
and our people follow them closely. 
W ith the W estern prong of the 
worldwide Com munist 
drive, 
our 
people are completely fam iliar. 


Economic Chaos Elsewhere 


Quite different is the case of the 
Eastern 
Com m unist 
advance. 
Throughout Eastern Asia, from and 
including C hina 
to the farthest 
tip of th e East Indies, in every 
country except Japan and the P hil­ 
ippines, there is increase of com ­ 
munism and continuation of the 
economic chaos which communism 
thrives upon and promotes. 
I t is 
little noticed in America and it 
encounters little effective opposi­ 
tion. 
In China is formidable Commu­ 
nist strength, a weak N ationalist 
governm ent, and no dependable sign 
of economic recovery. 
The recent 
setting up of a new currency, fol­ 
lowing complete collapse of 
the 
form er one, is too recent for judg­ 


m ent about w hether it will help 
tow’ard 
economic 
stability. 
Iii 
Burma is u tter economic paralysis 
with the Communists close to seiz­ 
ure of the government. 
In French 
Indo-C hina the Communists con­ 
trol most of th e country and there 
is economic prostration. In M alaya 
economic disruption is increasing 
and so is an armed Communist 
movement. 
In South K orea th e 
governm ent is weak, there is little 
sign of economic development, the 
country m ight be an easy prey to 
Communism. 
In Indonesia, eco­ 
nomic production is only about a 
third of pre-w ar norm al, and there 
is political turm oil which m akes 
opportunity for Communism. 
To the Com m unist heads in Mos­ 
cow, the advantage of the condi­ 
tion in Eastern Asia is not merely 
the increase m num bers of Com­ 
m unists in th at quarter of 
the 
world. 
Nor is it the effect, w ith­ 
in the Eastern Asiatic countries 
themselves, of the economic chaos 
which the Communists perpetuate 
and foster. 
T he real advantage to 
the Com m unist heads in Moscow 
is the help which economic chaos 
in Eastern Asia contributes to the 
worldwide Com munist drive. 


Eastern Communist Drive 


Several of the countries of E ast­ 
ern Asia are norm ally larger ex­ 
porters of raw m aterials to Europe 
and the U nited States. 
Indonesia 
is one of the world’s largest sources 
of export. 
Exports from Eastern 
Asiatic countries are now reduced 
in many cases to the point of near 
suspension. 
ludo 
China, 
which 
norm ally exports one and a half 
million tons of rice a year is this 
year exporting only ninety thou­ 
sand tons. 
The drying up of exports of such 
im portant m aterials as rubber, oil 
and tin from Southeastern Asia, 
helps to keep the national econo­ 
mies of Europe disrupted, helps to 
prevent economic recovery on th a t 
continent. 
This has been a basic 
Communist purpose and strategy. 
T he Eastern Communist drive Is 
a form idable contribution to the 
central 
Communist 
purpose 
of 
bringing about destruction of the 
capitalist system both within coun­ 
tries 
and 
as 
an 
international 
structure.

im portant position in the defense 
plans of the nation out on the 
stum p in the guise of a plain poli­ 
tician. 
At a time when the youth are 
being summoned by the draft and 
a 
critical 
international 
situation 
faces America, the 
Secretary of 
Defense occupies a post th a t should 
be even more detached from party 
politics than th a t of the Secretary 
of State. 
To keep the Army, Navy and Air 
Forces working together is a job 
so vital to national security th a t to 
introduce party politics at the top 
is to begin the process of under­ 
m ining m orale in the arm ed ser­ 
vices—which neither President T ru ­ 
m an nor Governor Dewey ought 
to countenance for a moment. 
Disservice To Unification 
If Mr Forrestal does not before 
long, of his own initiative, take 
him self out of the list of cam paign 
speakers, he will be disappointing 
m any an adm irer and will be doing 
a disservice to the cause of uni­ 
fication of the arm ed services. For 
if Mr Forrestal becomes a politi­ 
cian, it m eans th at the next secre­ 
tary of defense has ample prece­ 
dent for entering politics, too 
It is true th at a member of the 
President’s cabinet is in a sen e 
com m itted to the politics of the 
Chief Executive from the stan d ­ 
point of loyalty if nothing else. 
Since, however, an exception has 
been m ade in the case of Secretary 
of S tate M arshall, the same rule 
could be applied to the secretary 
of defense. Surely there is even 
more 
reason 
for 
bi-partisan co­ 
o p ta tio n on the m atter of directing 
the urmed sendees than there is in 
handling foreign policy, if indeed 
there is any need to make com ­ 
parisons at all between the two de­ 
partm ents. They are very m uch 
alike. 
There Is a further reason why 
Mr. Forestal should forbear. 
It 
looks, at the moment, as if there 
will be a change of A dm inistra­ 
tion next January. The budget esti­ 
m ates for next year m ust be pre­ 
pared this autum n for action by 
Congress in January. It would be 


a m istake to appoint a new secre­ 
tary of defense next January*. It 
would be better for the country if 
Mr. Forrestal were to stay on for 
at least another year. 
The ideal solution would be for 
the next President to retain t h | ^ 
services of Secretary* Forrestal ir.^ P 
definitely, thus creating a precedent 
for the future which would m ean 
more to the cause of unification 
than frequent changes for political 
purposes. 
Mr. Forrestal is unique among th a 
cabinet officers. He has had tha 
background of the entire war per­ 
iod. He was selected for Secretary of 
Defense because he made a great 
Secretary of the Navy and because, 
notw ithstanding his indoctrination 
w ith the Navy viewpoint, he could 
see the point of new of the other 
arm ed service*. 
Has Cooperation Of Top Officers 
To a rem arkable degree M r. For- 
restal has the confidence of th* 
top officers in all three arm ed ser­ 
vices. His knowledge and exper­ 
ience cannot be duplicated. It would 
be an error to appoint a m ilitary 
or naval officer from the retired list 
as Secretary ot Defense. It is and 
should rem ain a civilian job. Mr. 
Forrestal is the best civilian avail­ 
able for it, and he is relatively 
young and is devoted 
to public 
service. 
Governor Dewey probably knows 
Mr Forrestal as well as does Presi­ 
dent Trum an, but 
unless 
public 
sentim ent favors the retention of 
Mr. Forrestal in the post of secretary 
of defense, the politicians m ight 
prevail on the New York Gover­ 
nor, if he Is president-elect, to 
choose someone w ith a distinct R e­ 
publican affiliation. 
It is interesting to note th a t 
Secretary 
Forrestal, 
form erly 
an 
Investm ent banker in New York, has 
been criticized by New Dealers in 
recent years for his conservative 
views on economic and social ques­ 
tions. Both Presidents Roosevelt and 
T rum an disregarded th a t criticism , 
which m eans th a t they appointed 
him on m erit alone. Mr. Roosevelt 
felt so strongly th a t the cabinet 
secretaries directing the arm ed ser­ 
vices should be detached from poli­ 
tics th a t in the sum m er of 1940 he 
appointed H enry L. Stim son and 
F rank Knox, both prom inent R e­ 
publicans. to the offices of Secre­ 
tary* of W ar and Navy, respectively. 
This was more th an a year before 
America entered the war. The next 
President, lf he be a Republican, 
could continue the precedent by 
retaining a Dem ocrat in the post of 
secretary of defense.

The stuffed shirt will never 
be able to let his hair down, fear­ 
ing th a t television will get him in 
his natural state. 
The prohibi­ 
tionist orator will not be able to 
drink beyond his capacity, for a l­ 
though television cannot yet tran s­ 
m it the breath, it can catch the 
lordly statesm an telling th a t one 
about Moe and Joe—which puts a 
leer in the eye and a lecherous 
grin on the face, and the voters 
will know him for w hat he is. 


Nor will it be possible for the 
statesman to read other men’s 
elocution, with magnificent elo­ 
quence, with force and power, 
while all the time he does not 
believe a word he is saying. 
It 
will take a wonderful actor to 
speak with such perfect objec­ 
tivity. 
Most men’s faces and 
manners and gestures will give 
them away. 
A man who has 
spent his life in the theater 
writes me: 


“I saw the Democratic and R e­ 
publican Conventions on the tele­ 
vision screen and it is a devastat­ 
ing instrum ent for politicians. T h at 
goes for all of them but Hoover.

FROSTBURG — TTic fact that 
during Aug ust 25 to 31, 1912, Frost- 
burg was observing its 
1 0 0 th an­ 
niversary with a centennial and 
fiomo-cohilng celebration, is recalled 
here by reason of a visit paid 
Fiostburg last w-eck by a member 
of the Fiost family from the Middle 
West, searching for * data relating 
to the history of the family.
